On 21 June 1950,16 jet planes, mark U~24, arrived at the military airfield 

at Praha-Kbely from the USSR. They were accepted from the Soviet military 
attache by Generel Prochagka in tho presence of the Czech IMnister of Na~- 
tional Defense, These planes were piloted by SovieS fliers who will con~ 
time to fly thom. Wine of the planes will stay at Praha, the other seven 
wlll be assigned to the airfield at Prostejov (P5i/173). It is reported 

that eight nore U-24 jet planes will arrive in July to be assigned to air- 
fields in Bratislava and Kosice. Durinz the second haif of August an un- 
apecified mmber of Banart fighters will be delivered te the Czech Air Fores .* 


The Ministry of Industry has issued an order, based on a request dated 2 
June 1950 and signad by Deputy Premier Zdenek Fierlinger, to Svit national 
enterprise in Gottwaldov (P50/021) to manufacture 230,000 (sic) pairs of 
military boots for the Soviet arny. Production is ‘io begin 15 June, De- 
livery will be made to the Soviet commercial mission in Praha as follows 


a, By 30 Aucust 1950 500,000 pairs of boots (shrnevacd holinky), 
sizes 4143. _ 


b. By 30 September 1950 100,000 pairs of boots (snerovaci boty), sizes 
41-43. i , 


ce, By 31 October 1950 300,000 pairs of officers’ nooks (dustejnicks 
boty-holinky). 


d. By 30 ovember 1950 100,000 pairs of boots (snerovaci boty). 


The delivery dates are to be atrietly observed. Payment will be rade in train 
to be delivered from the USSR. 


On the basis of the inventories of individual plants in the leather industry, 
the Ministry of Industry doubts verv mich that the above-mentioned deliveries 
ean be made within the tine limits set. Surnlies of leather, esrecially at 
the Svit plant, are very low. Therefore the Ministry of Indugiry has ordered 
the transfer of all leather in othor plants to Svit. 
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4, On 10 June several Soviet encineers arrived in Jachymov from the airfield at 
Karlovy Vary. They are to replace Czech engineers as the chief encineers at 
individual mines in the Jachymov area on 1 July 1950. Czech engineers are 
being relieved because of reportedly high losses during various stazes of 
mininy and the failure to fulfill production quetas, On 1 duly there will 
be 27 Soviet engineers in tho Jachymov area. 


5, A shipment consisting of the following ammunition of unknown types was sent 
by rail on 11 dine 1950 fron the ammunition factory in Dubnica nad Vahon toe 
Bulrarias 

16,000 shells of S8-nn. ammunition 
3,000 shells of 152-mn. ammunition 
11,000 shells of 75-mn. arminition 
5,000 shells of 103-mn. armanition 


A second shipment of ammunition will be sent from this factory some time in 
August.
